 The Board concludes that the public health, safety, or welfare imperatively requires 

continued emergency action in this case under Md. Code Ann., S  § 10-226(c)(2) (2021). 

 

ORDER 

Based on the foregoing, it is hereby:       

ORDERED that the SUMMARY SUSPENSION of the  certificate, 

certificate number A00127874 to practice as a certified nursing assistant/geriatric nursing assistant 
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in the State of Maryland is CONTINUED until further Order of the Board in this case; and it is 

further   

 ORDERED that an evidentiary hearing on the merits of the Order for Summary 

Suspension will be scheduled before the Board of Nursing if the Respondent submits a written 

request to the Board no later than thirty (30) days from the date of this Order; and it is further 

 ORDERED that if the Respondent does not submit a timely written request to the Board 

for an evidentiary hearing within thirty (30) days of the date of this Order, the Respondent shall 

have waived all rights now and in the future to an evidentiary hearing; and it is further  

ORDERED that this Order Continuing Summary Suspension is a PUBLIC RECORD 

pursuant to Maryland Code Ann., General Provisions §§ 4-101 et seq. (2019).
